In which Review we have endeavorred ro 
obſerve the like Modererion, as wefind cohave 
been uſed in the like caſe ir former times.

curing of Reverence, and exciting of Piery 
and Devotion in the publick worthip of Godz 
and the cucting of occafion from rhem char 
ſeek occafion of cavil, or quarrel againft 
Lirurgy of the Church. And as co the ſevera 
variations from che former Book, whether by 
Alteration, Addition, cr orberwiſe, it tha! 
ſuffice ro give this general accounc, Thar mo 
of the Alterations were made, cicher firft, f* 
the bere-r diretion of them that are to offici 
ate in any parc of Divine Service z which i 
Chiefly done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : 
Or ſecondly, for rhe more proper expreſſin

And that ic was thought convenient, that 
ſme Prayers and Thankſgivings, ficred roi 
ſpecial 6ccahons, ſhov'id be added in their due 
plac*'s ; particularly for rhoſe at Seaytogether] 
with an office for the Beptiſm of ſuch as are of} 
riper years; which, although not ſo necefſary{ 
when the f-rmer Book was compiled, yer by 
the growth of Anabapriſm, through the licen- 
ciouſneſs of the lare crimes crepr in amongtt us, 
is now become neceffary, and may be always 
wſefu! fir the baptizing of Natives in our 
Planctations, and others converted to the 
Faith. 1Ifany man, who ſhall defire a more 

articular account of the ſeveral Alrerations 
in avy part of the Lirurgy, (ball cake che pains 
ro compare the preſent Book with the for- 
mer ; we doubr nor bur the reaſon of the 
change may eafily app*2r.

Tz was never 2"y thing by the wit 
of man © well deviſed, or fo ſure 
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eftabliſhed , which , in conrinuancg 


of rime, hath nor been corrupred : As, 
among other things, it may plainly appear by 


the Common Prayers in. the Church, commone{ 


ly called Divine Service. The firſt originel and 
ground whereof if a man would ſearch our by 
the anci*or Fathers, he (hall find.rat the ſame 
was not ordained but of a good purpoſe, and 
for a great advancement of godlineſs. For 
they fo ordered the matrer, that a!l rhe whole 
Bible (or the greateſt parr chereof ) ſhould be 
read over ones every , year; intending there- 
by, thar che Clergy,cad eſpecially ſuch as were 
Minifters in the Congregation, ſhould ( by 
often reading,and medication in Gods word) 
be flirred up to godlineſs chemſelves, and te 
more able ro exhore ochers by wholſom do- 
Grrine, and to confure them chai were Adver- 
ſaries co che Truth; and furcher, that the peo- 
ple ( by daily hearing of holy Scriprure read 
in'the Church) might continually prof more 
and more in the knowledge of God,and de the 
more inflamed with the love of his crue Reli- 
ion, 

Bue theſe many years paſſed, this god!y and 
decent Order of the ancient Fathers hach been 
ſo alered, broken,and vegleRted, by plancing 
in uncercain Stories, and Legends, with mul- 
ricudes of Reſpends, Verſes, vain Kepericions, 
Commemorations and Syncd.!11;7hat common= 
Iy, when any Book cf rhe Bible was begun, 
after chree or four Chapters were read our, 
all che ret were unread. And in this fort the 
Book of 1ſaiab was begun 1n Advent, and the 
Book of Genefts in Sepmuage/ſima;bur rheywere 
only begun, and never read throvg® 2 Afrer 
like fort were other Books of holy Scriprure 
wſed. And moreover, whereas St. Pau! would 
have ſuch language ſpoken to the people in che 
Church, as they might underfiand, and have 
profir by hearing the ſame; The Service in this 
Church of Fagland theſe many years, hath 
been read in Latine to the people, which the 
underftand nor ; © chat rt e7 have beard wir 
their cars onely, and their hearc, (piriu and 
mind hee not been edified thereby. And fur- 
thermore, notrwithftanding that the ancient

Furthermore, che moft weighty 
cauſe of the aboliſhment of cerrain Cereremcs 
nies was, That they were (© far abuſed, pare- 
ly by che fuperfiicious blindneſs of the rude 
and unlearned, and partly by the unſariablel 
avarice of ſuch as ſought more their own lu- 
cre, then the glory of God , char the abuſes 
could nor well be caken away, the ching re- 
|maining fill. 

Bur now as coneerning thoſe perſons, which 
peradventure will be offended, for thar ſome 
of che old Ceremonies are retained fill : 1f 
they conſider char without ſome Ceremonies 
ir is not poſſible ro keep any Order, or quiet 
Diſcipline in the Church,they ſhall eafily per- 
ceive juſt cauſe ro reform cheir judgments. 
And if chey think much chac any of the old 
do remain, and would rather have all deviſed 
anew : Then ſach men granting ſomeCeremo+ 
nies convenient £o be had , ſurely where che 
old may be well uſed, chere chey cannoc rea- 
ſonably reprove che old onely for their age, 
without bewraying of their own folly. For in 
ſuch a caſe they ought rather to have reve 
rence untochem for cheir antiquicy, if chey 
will declare chemſelves ro be more fudiou 

and concord, then of innovacions an 

new-fangleneſs,which(as much as may be wich 
the crue ſerring forth of Chrifis Religion) is 
always tO be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch 
ſhall have no juft cauſe with che Ceremonies 
reſerved co be offended. For as thoſt are ca- 
ken away which were moſt abuſed , and did 
burthen mens conſciences wichour any cauſe; 
ſo che other char remain, are rerained for a 
Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt cauſ+ 
es) may be alrered and changed, ave chere« 
fore are nor to be efteemed equal with Gods 
Law. And moreover; they be neither dark 
nor dumb Ceremonies, bur are ſo fer forth, 
that every man may underfiand what they da 
menn, and co whar uſe they do ſerve. $0 that 
jr is not like char they in crime co come ſhould 
be abuſed as other have been. And in rcheſe 
our doings we condemn no ocher Nations, not 
preſcrib* any thing but co our own penple 
onely : for we think ir convenient, that eve+ 
ry Countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as 
they ſhall chink beſt co the ſerting forrh of 
Gods honour and glory, and co the reducing 
of rhe people ro « moſt perfet and godly 
living, wichour errour or ſuperftirion ; and 
char chey ſhould pur away other things, which 
from rime to rime they perceive co be mofl 
abuſ-d,zs in mens ordinances icoften chancel
